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DETAILED ACTION 

Newly submitted claim 6-9 and 25 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The claims are no longer directed to a 
buffered transistor logic level-shifting/inverter circuit (BFL) as originally presented but are now drawn to 
a combination of a BFL and chopping circuit which was the subject of the previous parent application 
serial number 09/682,863. Note the restriction requirement in 09/682,863. Also note that the first output 
must be coupled to a chopping circuit of the amplifier arrangement thereby making the chopping circuit 
part of the claimed invention. Also note that the search for the amplifier circuit, i.e. the combination as 
now presented was not required for the BFL circuit. This places an additional burden on the examiner. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this 
invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. 
Accordingly, claims 6-9 and 25 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected 
invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The reply filed on March 11, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of 
the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant has amended the claims to be directed to the invention 
that was found to be independent and distinct from the originally presented invention in this application, 
i.e. the BFL structure. Since these claims are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non- 
elected invention, i.e. they are drawn to the invention that was elected in the 09/682,863 application this 
leaves no claims by which the examiner can examine and thus the amendment is considered to be non- 
responsive.
